“ W hile the past has shown that few 
men can differ with either the wishes 
o:- the memory of Mr. Roosevelt with­ 
out at once becoming a scoundrel and 
a liar, I must make some comments on 
what he has given out at the W hite 
Hon: -a.

The farm er has 
become aw are of th e im portance of 
the place th a t ho occupies In the rep ub ­ 
lic, and, in the pride of his occupation, 
he is ready to offer fids yearly account 
of himself to the people. 
Prelim inary 
crop estimate's, subject to modillcntlon, 
m ust be used In the following review 
of tile year’s farm preelection in ad ­ 
vance of tile* final estimate's of th e de­ 
partm ent to In* m ade a litth* later. The 
estim ate of total agricultural w ealth 
production lins been continued from 
previous years and is again presented 
as an indication of the financial results 
of tile year’s operations.

$2,077,OOO,OOO above the 1809 census. 
“(Torn rem ains by far tho most valu­ 
able crop, and the figure Hint it m ay 
reach fids y ear is $1,100,000,000 for 
2,881,000,000 bushels. 
Tho cotton crop, 
fiber and seed combined, follows corn 
in order of value and should be w orth 
to tin* grow er nearly $040,000,000. 
“The value of bay, which Is third in 
order, approaches $000,000,000.

In forest products 1900 shows an 
import 
value 
exceeding 
$95,000,000, 
against a total value of exports of sim ­ 
ilar products am ounting to $77,000,000. 
If real estate, domestic animals, other 
live stock, im plem ents and m achinery 
are included, the farm er’s capital has 
increased since the census valuation by 
probably 
$8,000,000,000, 
the 
present 
valuation being probably $28,000,000,- 
000.” 
The report, which contains some in- j 
(cresting figures on m eat production, 
the result of a recent large and search ­ 
ing investigation by the departm ent, 
says: 
’’In the hist census year, 1900, 93,- 
502.000 meat anim als w ere slaughtered 
and exported. 
Every time the clock 
ticks a second during ten hours of a 
w orkday tho farm er drives nine m eat 
anim als to tho butcher. 
T he m eat 
production of 1900 iii pounds attained 
such great num bers th at they m ay be 
better understood if reduced to tho 
average of the census private family, 
4.0 persons. 
To such a family in HHK) 
the farm er supplied 1,014 pounds of 
meat, am ounting to half a ton, and 
then had one eight Ii of his supply left 
over for the foreigner. 
It is upon the 
selling of this surplus in foreign coun­ 
tries th a t the farm er depends for tile 
m aintenance of profitable prices for 
his m eat animals. 
“The mighty production of the farm 
for one-third of a century has come 
out of an agriculture having m any 
faults, yet the course of agriculture in 
this country, bad as it may seem in its 
unscientific aspect, has had large eco­ 
nomic justification. 
While pioneers, 
poor aud in debt, lire establishing th em ­ 
selves they have no capital, even If 
they bad the knowledge. 
They m ust 
have buildings, 
machinery 
and 
live 
stock, even at the expense of the soil. 
Millions upon millions of acres of fresh 
land have been coming into production 
faster than dom estic consumption has 
required. 
A more scientific agriculture 
would have raised wheat that no one 
w anted to eat, corn to store on the 
farm and perhaps eventually to be used 
for fuel and cotton not worth the pick­ 
ing. 
So it has happened, with reason, 
th a t the production per acre lias been 
low, but there Is no likelihood th a t 
low production is fixed and th at the 
farm er m ust continue his extensive 
system. 
W hen consumption dem ands 
and when prices sustain the farm er 
will respond. 
Tho doors of knowledge 
and exam ple are opening wider to him. 
It would be no w ork of magic to dou­ 
ble or even treble tile production of 
cotton per acre. 
The cora crop per 
acre can be increased by one half w ith­ 
in a q u a rter of a century and w ithout 
any pretense th a t the limit has been 
reached. 
No 
w izard s 
services 
are 
needed for this, but just education. 
The sam e s ta te m e n t is applicable to 


w heat and m any other crops. 
One- 
fourth of the dairy cows of tile coun­ 
try do not pay for their feed, and more 
than half of them do not return any 
profit. 
In proportion uh the dairym an 
weighs the milk of each cow and ap­ 
plies the Babcock test will he Increase 
the supply of milk, butter and choose. 
It Is merely a m a tte r of education. 
The egg production per hen will be in­ 
creased by at least a dozen per year 
within a generation, and there are poul­ 
try! ion who are not enthusiasts who 
foretell double th a t increase. 
•’Cotton planters are now out of their 
for:.'.cr bon '.age to future maintenance, 
and in the middle w est th e re lias been 
a conversion of a million agricultural 
debtors, paying high rates of interest, 
Into financially independent farmers, 
debt free and begging the banks to 
receive their savings at as small a 
rate of interest its 2 per cent. 
“F arm ers sire using their new capita! 
to ii! olish tho W iiste places of the land 
and along m any lines of improved pro­ 
duction. 
Form erly there w as plenty of 
farm labor and a d earth of farm ing 
capital. 
Now these conditions are re­ 
versed, and labor is scarce aud capital 
abundant. 
N otw ithstanding the fa rm ­ 
ers’ inability to do some things for 
w an t of labor, th e new situation is a 
great im provem ent upon the old one. 
The farm er can now employ every la­ 
bor saving device and th u s reduce both 
tho labor and th e cost of production. 
H e can raise his land to a higher state 
of fertility than can be m ade by chem ­ 
ical fertilizers alone, because he can 
advance the needed capital for per­ 
m anent soil im provem ent and is In a 
position to aw ait results. 
Ile can pro­ 
duce things th a t require years for the 
first crop, as in the case of fruits. 
Ile 
can provide such capital as is needed 
to distribute his products, and thus co­ 
operation is open to him to a greater 
ex tent than over before. 
H e can se­ 
cure a better education for his children 
to the end, am ong other things, th a t 
they may do better w ith the old farm 
than he did. 
“T he farm er’s stan d ard of living is 
rising higher and higher. 
The com­ 
mon things of his farm go to the city 
to become luxuries. 
He is becoming a 
traveler, and he has his telephone and 
his daily mall and newspaper. 
His 
life is helpful to body and sane to 
mind, and the noise and fever of tile 
city have not become the craving of 
his nerves or ids ideal of the every­ 
day pleasures of life. 
A new dignity 
has come to agriculture along with Its 
economic strength, and tho farm er has 
a new horizon far back of th a t of his 
prairie and his m ountains which Is 
more promising th an the sky line of 
the city. 
“ It is no little gratification to the 
head of this d ep artm en t In presenting 
the foregoing picture of the farm er’s 
place In the economy of the country 
qnd picturl; „ thy possibilities of fib 


fu tu re to realize th a t this d e p a rtm e n t 
and its Mark have had an Im portant 
share in tin* developm ent which has 
culm inated 
in 
the 
farm er’s p resent 
prosperity and th at th**y are bound, if 
Intelligently and generously .adminis­ 
tered, to play im iniixirtant part in the 
future of American agriculture.”

ington especially during the sessions 
of congress representatives of labor 
and capital for the purpose of discuss­ 
ing industrial problems with the view

Better Understanding 
between employers and employes, and 
thus promoting industrial peace. 
The

Justice of tho United States, the secre­ 
tary of agriculture,

The fund will he conveyed to the
